that nation. General Washington's proclama- 
tion of neutrality, issued in 1793, was, by that 
party, violently opposed. It was contended that 
the people had a right to engage in what servace 
they pleased, and finally that we ought to jom 
France in a war against England. Mr. Jay's 
mission to England, fer the purpose of settling 
existing disputes and forming a treaty of amity 
ai#i commerce with that nation, was much clam- 
ored against. It was said that we never ought 
to have atreaty with that country. A treaty 
however was made, in which our disputes were 
adjusted, and rules of trade agreed on ; and un- 
der this treaty the commerce of the United States 
has prospered almost beyond example. ‘The 
commercial part of that treaty, however, expired 
in the year 1804, at which time the administza- 
had passed into the hands of the present ruling 
party, and had been in their hands for several 
vears ; but they made no attempts to renew the 
treaty. It was even said that Mr. Jefferson had 
refused to do it, when he must have foreseen thet 
such a state of things would inevitably throw us 
into difficulties. And so it turned out, for after 
the treaty expired, we had no other commercial 
rules, than such as could be drawn from the law 
of nations; and this was differently construed. 
We claimed the right of the earrying trade in 
time of war: viz. the right of carrying from one 
enemy’s port to another, and the British denied 
the right, and consequently captured vessels en- 
gaged in that trade. And other dithculties ori- 

inated from the same source. And the adinin- 
istration papers have at all times kept up an in- 
cessant clamor against the British nation ; not 
only at particular times and under particular in- 
juries (which would have been laudable) but this 
spirit. of warfare has been kept up at all times 
andunder all circumstances. And. if the ad- 
ministration party have ever manifested such a 
deep-rooted and continued hatred tewards Eng- 
land when out of power, is it not to be feared, 
that now, having the power in their own hands, 
they will willingly embrace an opportunity of 
bringing about a war with thatnation? It cer- 
tainly is to be feared, unless some change has 
taken place; but so far from any such change

In the year 1890, we made a solemn and ex- 
plicit treaty with France, by which we were al- 
lowed the right to trade with belligerent pow- 
ers; and I believe it was stipulated that free 
battoms-should make free goods. But notwith- 
| standing this treaty, the French emperor, in the 
; year 1806, passed a decree denying us the right 
of trading with Great-Britain and her dépenden- 

cies, subjecting to capture and condemnation 
ali vessels, with their cargoes, bound to or from 
an English port. Here was a decree directly in 
the face of a plain treaty; but yet our govern- 
ment suffered this measure to pass for a whole 
year without any other resistance than remon- 
strance by our resident Minister in France, not- 
withstanding the French government acknowl- 
edged the breach of treaty. But as it respects 
England, so soon as our government learnt that 
the government of that country had issued re- 
taliating orders, prohibiting trade to France and 
her dependencies, our government instantly re- 
sorted to coercive measures, although with 
England, we had no existing commercial treaty, 
and notwithstanding our government must have 
foreseen that if we suffered France to take all 
property bound to England, contrary to our 
treaty with them, that England would also take 
property bound to Franee. 

rhe President, however, recommended an 
Embargo, not representing it as a coercive meas- 
ure, but merely for the purpose of saving our 
vessels and seamen; but as the Embargo was 
not to be confined to France and England only, 
but to be extended to the whole world, it could 
be seen that it was not intended for the purposes 
pretended, but for avery different object, for 
we might have traded with neutral nations with- 
out losing either vessels or seamen : But it was 
known that if we sent our produce to any part 
of the neutral world, the English woud be able 
to get it. Besides soon after the Fmbargo was 
laid, there was a law passed prohibiting trade 
tu Canada, to which province property is trans- 
ported by land, in waggons and sleds. This

But on the contrary 
documents calculated to irritate us against 
France, have been in the first instance withheld ; 
and such as went to justify her imeasures have 
been published without delay. At the opening 
of the present session of Congress, the President 
communicated Champagny’s letter, explaining 
and justifying Bonaparte’s decrees against neu- 
tral commerce and the practice under them; but 
at the same time, he withheld the dispatches 
from England, explaining the cause for the dis- 
avowal of (he arrangement made with Mr. Ers- 
_ kine; notwithstanding Congress was expressly 
called upon to act on this very subject. Some 
time afier Congress met, Mr. Gold, of the House

‘er considerable opposition by administration 
members, was carried, and the papers obtained. 
But from the President’s Message to Congress, 
and Mr. Smith’s letter to Mr. Jackson, it might 
be presumed, that no such papers or explana- 
ions had ever been received. Do not such facts 
fully shew the design of the administration to 
deceive and mislead the public mind ? They 
most certainly do. [tis as clear as the light of 
dlav. 

The circumstances relating to the settlement 
of the affair of the Chesapeake furnish strong ev- 
‘dence of the imsincerity of our administration. 
{tis true, that the attack on the Chesaper 4 
was such an act of outrage against our nationa. 
dignity, that it could not be put up with, wita- 
out a prompt disayowal, and an offer of repara- 
tion by the government whose officer committed 
or ordered the assault ; but when that was done, 
our national honour was -estored, and we could 
then consistently have treated with that nation 
2s to the particular termsof reparation, without 
holding over them any act of cocrsion. The 
president, if desirous for peace, should then have 
rescinded his retaliating proclamation, and met 
on halfway ground ; but this be would not do; 
as if determined to preveut a settlement. Mr. 
Jefferson was probably justifiable im issuing hes 
retaliating proclamation, on the ground of pre- 
suming that the attack was authorized by the 
British government; but it must follow, that 
when he learnt that it was not authorized, he 
should have rescinded the proclamation ; espe- 
cially after the British government had not only 
instantly after receiving the news, disavowed 
the act, recalled the admiral who ordered the 
attaek, and promised reparation to our minister 
at Jondon, but had sent a minister extraordina- 
ny 3000 miles to make the disavowal and repa- 
ration in America. Suppose, sir, that you and I 
were neighbours, and one of your servants should, 
Without authority, commit an act ef outrage on 
one of my fainily, and I should immediately 


come to you with a rod in my hand and demand. 


satisfaction, and you should answer me, that you 
had not authorized that act, but wholly disa- 
vowed it, and was extremely sorry that it had 
happened ; and should at the same time assure 
me that you would make immediate reparation 
for the same in case [I would first lay down my 
rod—ought I not to drop the red ? Mast certainly 
fought. But suppose I should answer you, that 
I would not lay down the rod until a‘ter you had 
made that reparation to my satisfaction ; would 
not every person say that J] had pat myself in 
the wrong, and that L was disposed to Keep up a 
quarrel? Certainly they would. 

Hut it is said, that the president offered to 
make the rescinding of the proclamition, and the 
reparation, simultaneous acts. It is true that he 
did make that offer, atte being mformed by 
Mr. Rose that his instructions did not permit 
him to make the rep#ation until the proclama- 
tion was rescinded. Here the president, having 
a knowledge of the miinister’s instructions, 
could contrive to make a popular offer or pro- 
position, without bringing it within the power 
ot Mr. Rose to accept, knowing that if the pro- 
position lacked but a hair’s breadth of coming 
within the pale of the minister’s instructions, he 
could not acceed to it, and consequently no set- 
tlement coud be made. And thus, if the pre- 
sident dic rot desire a settiement, his object of 
preventing a settlement would be equally an- 
swered in making this proposiion as if he had 
refused todo any thing about it, and in the mean 
time he cculd gain popularity by making the 
offer. Inceed, sir, I do not believe that the pre- 
sident had any wish to come to an accommioda- 
tion. 

But the gentleman from New-York has asked, 
what inducement the administration can have for 
leaning tewards France, or for a war with Eng- 
land? I would answer, that not only for the rea- 
sons which I have before given, but for pecunia- 
ry reasons. France has now under seizure A- 
merican property to a very large amount, winch 
mas sedis held under daw eapiges condition, 
sha'l be given up, but not otherwise ; and this 
must operate a3 a very powerful inducement 
with those who have property in this situation to 
endeavor, at least to prevent a settlement with 
England; for in case of such settlement, the 
property would be sold and wholly lost to the 
owner. But it may be asked, whether this can 
be brought home to any member of the admin- 
istration ? Fanswe7, that it has been represented, 
that General Smith, a leadjng member of the sen- 
ate of the United States, has, or is concerned, 
in property in France in this situation, to the val- 
ne ef about a million of dollars. And this 
General Smith is a brother. of Robert Smith, 
present secretary of state. Now what influence 
this state of property may bave had on the offi- 
cial conduct of General Smith, or what infiueuce 
brotherly svmpathy might have had on the con- 
duct of the secretary, in breaking off the late nc~ 
gociation with the British minister, or whether 
any, I willnot say; but the circumstances are 
such as at least to excite suspicion.

Another verve important Item inthe list 
of savings, is that relating to the clerks’ 
offices, amounting to about 10,000 dol- 
lars per annum: And as this. is a sub- 
ject on which few of the people of the 
state are much informed, we beg leave 
to state the whole affair somewhat in de- 
tail. 

In the house of Assembly, on Satur- 
day, the 17th Feb. Mr. Crafts moved the 
following resolution :-— 

“* Resolved, that a committee be appointed to 
enquire into the emoluments of the several 
clerks’ offices of the supreme court of this state, 
and alse into the policy and expediency of so 
modifying the laws in relation thereto, as that 
the perquisites thereof may accrue to the state, 
and of allowing to those clerks respectively stat- 
ed salaries in lieu thereof; and that the said 
committee report a statement of facts, with their 
opinion thereon, to this house.” 

The consideration of this resolution 
was postponed tiil the Monday following, 
when it was taken up and agreed to by 
the house, and Mr. Crafts, Mr. Clarke 
and Mr. Neely, were appointed a com- 
mittee for the purposes named in the 
said resolution. 

This committee, being wnadle to obtain 
direct answers or correct information 
from persons coneerned, as to the busi- 
ness done and monies received in the 
Clerks’ offices, asked for power to com- 
pel persons to answer under oath, and to 
vive true statements—in censequeuce of 
which, on the 23rd of March, the follow- 
ing resolution was adopted by the

ally duly sworn before Thomas Donnelly, Esq. 
one of the justices of the peace for the county of 
Albany, deposed as follows, to wit :-— 

“Prrer D. BeEcKMAN, deputy clerk in 
the office of the clerk of the supreme ceurt in the 
city of Albany, being sworn as aforesaid, depo- 
sed, tliat according to the best of his knowledge 
and belief, the emoluments of the clerk’s-oflice 
kept in the city of Albany, before the establish- 
ment of the clerk’s office in the village of Utica, 
annually amounted to about THIRTEEN THOU- 
SAND. DOLLARS ; and that since that period, 
the annual income of said office has amounted 
to about NINE THOUSAND DOLLARS—the 
expences incurred for clerk-hire and stationary 
to be deducted therefrom, which amounted to a- 
bout one thousand dollars annually..

To his Excellency Governor Tompkins. 
Sir, ‘ 

Without any review of my former 
number, or preamble to the present, I 
shall now, according to my proposed 
method, proceed to the 

I. Cuarrer of your Excellency’s public 
life; embracing the years you spent at 
the bar of our supreme court. I shall 
not stop here to answer, by anticipation, 
any cavils which may be raised on the 
propriety of my calling this period of 
your life fudlic. I might, perhaps, be 
willing to concede, that it was about as 
private public life as any lawyer in the 
state ever led: for, indeed, you could 
hardly have been said to be known at the 
bar, until (if i rightly recollect) your 


name appeared in some suit for Colonel 
Burr. ‘The industry with which that un- 


fortunate man wormed himself into the 
esteem of the young and thoughtless, 
was, fora time, a deep mystery ; but the 
discovery of his extravagant projects, 
and the ultimate object of his fatal ambi- 
tion, has fully explained the policy of 
the line of conduct pursued. Colonel 
Burr’s well known maxim was; “ that a 
man, mounting the stage of fiublic life, 
must first designate his ultimate object ; 
then, secure with industry, and use with 
energy the adequate means for its attain- 
ment: that every man might be kepfit un- 
der the influenee of love, or fear, and used 
for SOME fiurfiose.” 1 quote this maxim 
correctly from the dfs of ,the author ; 
(for he wrote no d00ks:) and I do it to 
correct an error into which some of your 
most devoted admirers have fallen: that 
is, that the depth of your Excellency’s 
capacity is not to be sounded by the line 
of vulgar understandings ; and that the 
early dawnings of your genius were not 
to be comprehended by any intellects less 
acute than the allintuitive mindof a Burr. 
I think this notion is too extravagant : 
man is but man; and the line of his fel- 
low’s judgment will fathom his depths.— 
Tis true that Col. Burr noticed you ; and 
it is equally true that he was a cunning 
man; sed non constat, that he ever dis- 
covered your Excellency’s genius : 

“ For, well I ween, they’ve optics Keen, 

* Who can discern, what can’t be seen.” 

But modesty and youth are entitled to 
many induigencies ; and I am not dispo- 
sed to prejudge your Excellency. Tam 
willing to admit that your Excellency 
had an equal chance, with many others, 
of arriving at the bar of our supreme 
court without talents, wealth, or family 
connections : and I might go farther, and 
say, that some arrive there without law- 
knowledge, decent education, and even 
with meagre pretensions to common 
sense: justice, however, would require 
me to admit many honorable exceptions, 
Pui, be all these things as they may ; 
your Excellency did obtain a standing at 
the bar; and as my inquiries reach no 
farther back, it is not so much my object 
to examine how you got fo, 4s how you 
rose from that station. And in entering 
upon this task, I confess I see so nething, 
in limine, which looks formidable against 
me: a redoubt which I may not be a- 
ble to storm without manifest hazard.— 
For,’ as your stay at the bar was very 
short : and as, until your elevation, no 
man among us had ever been raised 
from bar to bench, without having Hrst 
eiven strong proof of his integrity > tal- 
ents, law-knowledge and eloquence, If 
might naturally be inferred, that old 

a WE : Neen followed, and that 
precedents had been . cM ey 
your Excellency’s elevation was tie Just 
reward of like rare, good and great qual- 
ications which have thrown open sic 
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doors of the sacred temple of justice 
to a Kext, a Tuompson, anda Van 
Ness : (of their honorable .ssociates we 
may speak in another place.) . Your Ex- 
cellency will permit me to combat the 
above inference. And, as I am now 
fairly before the court, arguing the pre- 
tensions of a lawyer toa seat on the 
bench, it must be fit and proper that I 
assume a dress adapted to the business 
in hand ; take my appropriate habili- 
ments, and wield them secundum artem. 
I have lately heard it asserted by a man 
in whom your Excellency places impii- 
cit confidence, that “ the languag:* of 
the law is but technical jargon ; and the 
science thereof but 
fredantry : the calculated 
to answer the base ends of demagogues 
and tyrants: t° entangle justice in the 
nets of form,and to rob the subject of 
his personal liberty.” But notwithstand- 
ing the opinion of this great man, as I 
have not the same oéject in view ; 2s I 
am much more solicitous to support 
than overthrow that system which em- 
braces the wisdom of ages, and the boast 
of man ; I shall adopt its maxims, appiy 
its logic, and depend on the conclusion 
deduced. It is a Maxim inthat code,

Eneiish, that we can know nothing more

of these things which do not aefpear, 
1 of those which do not exist :—that 
logical reasoning mon entities, and 
thines which cannot 6¢ frowed to exist, 
are equally out of all question. With- 
out stopping here, to quibble whether 
there are any ofifortunities, at the bar, 
for a man to display his talents (for I 
should infer the want of talents, from the 
very fact of not discovering opportuni- 
ties) I shall proceed to apply my adopt- 
ed principle. And it is this; if there 
be no evidence that your Excellency did, 
while ut the bar, make any display of 
talents, the inference would seem to be 
correct that your Excellency had no tal- 
ents to display. The next inquiry, in 
order, is for the evidence of this plain 
matter of fact. Who are the probable 
witnesses ¢ Judges—Lawyers—Jurors— 
Suitors—They all testify that they never 
saw any display of your talents. This, 
to be sure, is negative-proof ; but can 
only be liable to an extreme cavil. Con- 
clusive as this reasoning seems to be, I 
will for a moment, withdraw the conclu- 
sion, and yield your Excellency an op- 
portunity to adduce farther testimony. 
Now, if your Excellency will produce a 
single affidavit taken before a justice of 
the peace, or even the dare assertion of 
any single judge, lawyer, juror, suitor, 
witness, or any other man; declaring 
that he ever saw, or heard of any display 
of talents, a mite above mediocrity, made 
by your Excellency, while at the bar, I 
will burn my pen, yield my argument, 
and, (I had almost said) turn advocate for 
your Excellency’s genius. With equal 
expectation of an answer, and in the lan- 
guage of yourexcellency’s immortal eulo- 
gist, I will say, “I pPausE FOR A REPLY.” 


As no reply is made ; no further evidence 
given: and. «ae I PrestiMe NO etecenpe 


will be made to obtain it; I have a right 
to insist, both’ on the truth of my adopt- 
ed maxim; and the correctness of the 
conclusions drawn under it :—that is; 
that as there is no evidence of any disfilay 
of your Excellency’s talents, while at the 
bar; there never was any such display :

mission, which can have even a remote 
bearing upon your Excellency’s fame: 
I will not, much as I esteem that man, 
I will not be a silent spectator of your 
E.xcellency’s wrongs. TI will, upon sat- 
isfactory evidence of manifest errors 
recorded in your Excellency’s decisions 
on the Bench, I will exert myself to have 
all those volumes of Johnson’s Reports 
Which contain those decisions called in 
and burnt; even if the expence of a new, 
and correct edition, should be paid out of 
the public purse, or Scnoot Funp itself. 
But, alas! my zeal to rescue your Ex- 
celiency’s character from a fancied inju- 
ry had carried me, in a hurried march, 
far beyond the limits of my ability: yes, 
into the region of impossibilities.
